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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims broadly recite a port for connecting 
an edge device, There is nothing recited in the network switch to render the very same port the capability to support selectively either a 
wired edge device when being configured in one way or to support a wireless edge device when being configured the other way. Rather, 
the claims recite an application for allowing an administration to download configuration files to an edge device when the edge is 
connected to the network switch (see claims 3, 5 and 9 for example). Claim 1 requires an act of configuring. Claim 3 dependent on claim 
1 explains that the act of configuring in claim 1 is to have an admininstrator to enter configuration information. Claim 5 dependent on 
claim 3 further explains that the configuration act of claim 1 is to download the configuration information to an edge device. The 
configuring act recited in claim 1 therefore is not for configuring the port. Rather, it is for to be downloaded to the edge device when 
connected. As set forth in the Office action, Jones and/orKmack clearly have the limitations required in the claims .
